There is further indication at the 
White House that Presideut Taft in 
making Federal appointments in the 
South intends to consult as far as poe- 
sible the wishes of the Senators from 
the States in which the offices are to be 
filled.

The Executive Board of the Burley 
Tobacco Society, in ieasion at Win- 
chester, denies that much of the tobac- 
co bought by independent concerns has 
been thrown back on their hands. They 
claim that only about 2.50 hogsheads 
have been rejected and that was be- 
cause it was “funked.”
